JOURNALIST'S CLAIM. 


SALE OF PRINTING PRESS. 


In the Sumary Court this morn- 
ing, before Mr. Justice Wood, a 
claim regarding the sale of a print- 
ing press was heard. The. plain- 
tiff was Wong Hai-shan, alias Wong 
Ngai, journalist, 24 Shelley Street, 
who stated’ that on October 11th, 
1924, he delivered to the defendant 
for’ stotage a No. 24 size printing 
press, The defendant had failed 
to re-deliver the press on demand, 
and alleged that he had sold it for 
the sum of $1,100. The plaintiff 
claimed the return of the press, or 
$1,000, ax its value. Alternatively, 
ho claimed a similar sum for 
dumages for wrongful conversion of 
the press. “The defendant was Ny 
Yuk-hing, St. George's Building. 
Mr, R.'A, Wadeson appeared for 
the plaintiff. ‘ 

The plaintiff, in the witness’ box, 
who dezcribed himself as the editor 
of a Chinese newspaper, said he 
received a receipt for the press. 
In October of this year he asked 
the defendant to return the press, 
but he replied that he had sold it. 
Witness did not give him any au- 
thority, to sell it. . He originally 
beuzht the press for $2,000, and later 
tried to sell it for $1,000. Aceord. 
ing to what the plaintiff had heard, 
the defendant ‘sold the préss” for 
$1,100, 

Judgment was given for the plain- 
tiff for $1,000 and costs.

CHINESE ACTRESS. 


“BIG SUCCESS AT THEATRE 
ROYAL. 


Rarely has a performunce at the 
Theatre Royal received ‘such sup- 
port from the public as that in 
which Miss, Pik Wen-ha, the well- 
known exponent of Chineso drama 
and dancing, appeared last night 
Every available ‘seat waa taken, 
and it is caleulated thatfully twenty 
per cent, of the attendance was 
made up of other. than Chinese 
theatre-goers, ~ : 

A‘yood many of the Europeans 
present were not unfamiliar with 
Chinese drama; consequently there 
was little that was new to them in 
the performance. The attractive 
exception lay in the feat that, con- 
trary to the old traditions of the 
Chinese stage, an innovation, com- 
paratively recently introduced, 
was provided by the appearance of 
an actress in a feminine role, in- 
asmuch as all such parts mre usual- 
ly performed only by men.  An- 
other feature in last night’s per- 
formance was an exhibition of the 
Chinese terpischerean art, and it 
is safe to state that for almost the 
whole of the foreign audience Miss 
Pik's art came as a complete reve~ 
lation. In the sword Dance and 
in the Bat Danee—the twe out~ 


the imagination of the audience 
was captivated by the  gpaceful 
gyrations of the dancer. At mo- 
ments it would be hard te-kelieve 
that this was but a Ching 
duction and not a mise-en-scene 
staged by some European * ballet 
queen. The -same grace~ which 
marks the movements of 1 Pzvlova 
was there, but at the same fine 
there was the truly Oriental—or, 
to be more correct, the Chinese— 
touch which made all the differeni'e 
between the work of Western dan- 
cers and the novel art of Miss Pu. 
The manipulation of the pair of 
swords was in complete keeping 
with her other movements, and the 
same impression of grace—of 
harmonious symmetiy—was not 
lost evenin the climax, when in a 
crescendo of sound and motion, the 
dance: terminated. Even before it 
was really over, the performance 
evoked a spontaneous burst of ap- 
plause. :

As one Jooks towards Laichikok 
either from the Hongkong side or 
from the deck'of a Stur ferry boat 
when crossing the harbour, there 
ia seen the higa peak of Talmoshan, 
and, lying between it and Laichikok 
ftself, is a hill of lesser height 
particularly noti¢eable fhecause of 
its biz bare yellow patches.

He 
explained his presence on) the 
wrong side of the road by stating 
that he had just pulled out in 
order to avoid a cart.

Spooner after the collision. He 
was sober though rather excited. 

{t was stated that Spooner suf- 
fered from a rather peculiar afflic- 
tion of the eyes, At times he 
could only see out of ona eye 
though ‘he would not be Aware 
that the other was not function- 
ing properly.
